Governor SUvenson S»y» of 


Those at Beno. 


From tue Governor's message tut 


JOUBSU. excerpts bis remarks concern- 
ing the State's institutions »l Beno. He 


THE A8TIUM TOB THB INSANE 


Demtnds some special notice. 
Daring 


lb« Thirteenth Session an lot wa» 
ptibed, approved 
February 4, 1887 


(Statutes of 18S7. page 39), "Creating a 
Board of Commissioner* for the Care ol 
tbe Indigent Insane of the State of Ne. 
vada," by which that duty is imposed 
on tbe Got eraor, State Controller and 
State Trensnrer. 
Tbe powers of the 


Board are defined in general, sections 
1451-U56, General Statutes— Baily & 
Hammond, pp. 411, 412, 413-bottom. 
Among other things it is thcie provided 
as follows: "The Board of Commis 
iioners, as naeoed in thi» Act, shaH have 
lull power and exclusive control of and 
over all the grounds, buildings, prop- 
erty and inmates of tbe Asylum, and 
•ball furnish, or cans* to be famished, 
all needful supplies, provisions and 
medioines for the care of the insane, 
and have charge of all other matters 
connected with tbe institution." 


As soon as practicable after tbe crea- 


tion of tbe present Board, as above 
stated, tbe same was organized, entered 
npon doty, and officially visited and in- 
spected tbe Asylum and all matters ap- 
pertaining to it. Tbe Board at ones as- 
certained tbat the water supply ut tbe 
Asylum and its grounds was entirely in- 
adequate, and, as speedily as practica- 
ble, Bet about remedying the evil. Un- 
fortunately the efforts in this btbalt 
have, so far, been but partially success- 


ful, having been greatly obstructed and 
retarded by litigation, instituted and 
prosecuted against tbe Boatd and its 
employes, to prevent them from divert- 
ing water from the Truckee river, at a 
point thereon, from which it could easily 
and ia 
sufficient quantity be con- 


veyed by flume to the Asylum and UK 
grounds. 
This litigation has not yet 


reached its final adjudication. 


In May, 1887, charges having been 


preferred, of » grave character against 
Dr. Bishop, In? Superintendent of the 
Asylum, the Board, after due notice to 
all parties in interest, repaired to tlie 
Asylum, beard all tbe evidence adduced. 
pro and COD, and the arguments o( able 
counsel on each side, and after due and 
careful deliberation acquitted tbe Doc- 
tor, the evidence in the opinion of tbe 
Board failing entirely to substantiate 
any charges made, or any specification 
thereunder, or to even cloud tbo fair 
name of tbe accused. 


This trial, and ths pending litigation 


above alluded to, have been sources of 
unexpected and great expense, which 
made heavy inroads on the last biennial 
appropriation 
for 
tbe 
care of the 


State's most nnfortunate class of wards. 
It is hoped and believed that, in these 
respects, the future will prove more sat- 
isfactory. 


THE STATE UNIVEBSITI 


Until 1885, this inst'tution waa located 


at Elko, Elko county. The placing of 
it there was a serious mistake, far re- 
moved as it was from tbe mass o! those 
who would have attended it, had it beeu 
suitably situated. The relocation ol it 
at Bsno, Waahoa county, was a wise act 
of the Twelfth Legislature. 
So far as 


buildings have been erected, for Univer- 
sity purposes, at Beno, they are good 
and well adapted. The institution was 
opened for use, by faculty and students, 
at Reno, in March, 1886, under the 
principalsbip of Professor MoOammon, 
with such assistants as he needed, and 
continued in operation until the 25th 
day of March, 1887. 
During that time 


but few students were ID attendance, 
and not much progress was made, tbe 
main building being then in an unfin- 
ished condition. 


Tbe Thirteenth Legislature (1887) 


passed "An Act relating to tbe State 
University and matters properly con- 
nected therewith," approved February 
7, 1837, page 42 
In this act the Leg- 


islature provided (Section 2), that "the 
Governor, Secretary of State, and Super- 
intendent of Public Inrtrnction shall 
constitute the Board of Regents of the 
State University until tbo first day of 
January, A. D. -1889, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified." 
Their successors were elected at the gen- 
eral election,* November 6, 18SS, under 
further provisions of tbe same Act. 


Tlje Governor, _Secr*taf y of_State and 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 


• - qualified immediately upon the approval 


of tbe above-named Act, organized tbe 
Board and entered npon thu discharge 
of their duties as Regents. 
For their 


action ia relation to tbe completion of 
the main building, making other im- 
provements, and securing a supply of 
Whter, you are referred to their official 
report to me. 


The University was closed at tbe end 


ot thecurreat term, on March 35,1837, 
UDtri farther ordmti by lh» Ocrord, in 


order that the above-named improve- 
ments might be made, and [the faculty 
arranged as required by said Act. 
These matters were completed, and the 
University again opened early in Sep. 
tembsr, 1887, tbe services of the Hon. 
Le Boy D. Broun, late Commissioner 
of Education for tbe Ut»te of Ohio, hav- 
ing iu the meantime been secured M 
President. 


It K perhaps, necessary to the proper 


general 
understanding 
of facts, tit 


state here, tbat no application was mode 
for tbe Presidency of the University by 
any resident of Nevada, or of any Pnciflo 
State or Territory. 


When tbe institution resumed, under 


President Brown, only thirty-nix •In- 
dents were in attendance. 
When it 


closed, Dec. 20, 1888, for tbe holidays, 
there were on tbe rolls and in attend- 
ance, 115, not including tbe Training 
Class, in tbe Normal Department. 


Judging from all reliable data and in- 


dications, I feel gratified to state tbat 
ihe institution has an efficient and de- 
voted Faculty; is making?reatprogress; 
and, with proper management, and tbe 
generous support of the Legislature, 
may be considered well established and 
on tbe highway to eminent success. 


In order that it may continue its pros- 


perity and usefulness, much needed im- 
provement must be made, adding to the 
present accommodations, and creating 
new ones. To accomplish this, yon will 
be called upon to appropriate a consid- 
erable amount of money, which I doubt 
not yoa will most cheerfully do, on un- 
derstanding the facts and necessities in 
the premises. 


By reason of the munificence of tbe 


General Government in the donation of 
public land, added to and made effective 
by our Constitution, we have a magnifi- 
cent fund for educational purposes, in 
both common schools and tbe State 
UuiveisUy. The spirit of hb-rality on 
the part ol the General Government has 
recently been magnified. By a late Act 
of Congress $15,000 per annum is ap- 
propriated to each State and Territory 
for the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining therein "Au Agricultural 
Experiment Station," the 
object of 


which is "to aid in acquiring and dif- 
fusing among the people of tbe United 
States useful and practical information 
on subjects connected with agriculture 
and to promote scientific investigation 
and experiment respecting the princi- 
ples and applications of agricultural 
science." 
The General Government 


also, on proper showing and application, 
details an officer of the regular army to 
serve as President or Ptofcasor in a 
State University or Co)l°ge. 
This i» 


done with an eya to granting special 
aid in particular to imparting instruc- 
tion in military tactics. And the Gen- 
eral Government also, on proper re- 
quisition and security for preservation 
and return, loan* to State institutions 
wherein military tactics are taught such 
arms and accoutrements as are essen- 
tial in imparting such instruction, 


Tbe Agricultural Experiment Station 


for Nevada has been established at and 
in connection with the State University. 
For 1883 it has received from the Gen- 
eral Government $15,000, and it prom- 
ises to be of great benefit. On proper 
request by tbe Board of Ksgsnts to tbe 
Secretary of War, Captain A. 0. Ducat, 
an officer of '.he regular army, was re- 
cently detailed to act as Professor, and 
especially as military instructor in tbe 
State University. He is now there on 
duty and appears to give entire satis- 
faction. Aud steps aiM being taken to 
obtain, at an early day, from the 'Wur 
Department, cm loans, such as arms, 
etc., as may be needed in the military 
department of the University. This in- 
stitution IB therefore iu such good and 
progressive condition as to command 
the sympathy of all lovers of education, 
and the well-timed, judicious support ol 
your honorable body.

These orgamzitiuna, iiow by statu- 


tory provision under State < o > trol, have 
made reasonable advance iu usefulness 
during the last two yean, la 1887 the 
State Board of Agriculture purchased » 
tract of land consisting of tignty acre8 


near Beno, on the north eide of ihe 
Truckee river, for the use of the State 
Agricultural Society, and caused th» 
same to be improved to such meet tbat 
the Fair of 188S was held thero, and it 
was thereby deinonstiated tbat the par 
chase and tbe change of locality were 
judicious. 
About the time of making 


tbe above-named purchase tbe Boa/d 
purchased lots numbered eleven (11), 
twrlve (12), and thirteen (13), in Block 
"W" in Reno, whereon is the Pavilion 
used for Fair purposes. For tbe eighty 
acre tract tbe purchase price agreed 
npon was fourteen thousand ($14,000) 
dollars, five thousand cash and nine 
thousand in March, 1889. For tbe 
three lota tbe purchase price agreed 
upon WHS six thousand ($6,000) dollars, 


tw.o thousand cash and four thousand in 
March, 1889. 
For the pajnientof thesn 


deferred balances, amounting in tbe ag- 
gregate to thirteen thousand dollars, 
provision must be made by your honor- 
able body.

Tbs State Board of Agricnftore fan,

Bs tbat as it may, tbe money expended 
by tbe State in this behalf hag proved a

good ground, which shall, in due, sea- 
son, return to tbe State Treainry, at all 
events, to our people an hundred fold. 


The district organizations, so far, 


have done well—have made considerable 
progresa. These important adjuncts of 
the State institution should receive your 
watchful care and judicious aid. 


The Act, Statutes of 1885, pages 79, 


80, providing for the formation of agri- 
cultural districts, seems to need amend- 
ment, as it only provides for five dis- 
tricts, each 
comprised of but one 


county, leaving nine of the fourteen 
counties wholly unprovided for. 
The 


Act should provide for other districts or 
the enlargement of existing ones, 


I suggest that appropriations made to 


the district organizations be made p»j • 
nble npon tbe citrtinoates, under seal, of 
the President and Secretary, that a Fair 
has been legally held, and the amount 
of money appropriated judiciously ex- 
pended; otherwise, as experienou has 
shown, much delay and annoyance, 
without any compensating offset, are al- 
most certain to ensue 


[f the people will give their support, it 
is thought sufficient funds may be 
raised in, connection with those which 
are already in the treasury, to organize 
a library with a good selection of stand- 
ard works. It will be remembered that 
tbe Association already have abont fifty 
volumes and the 
Women's Christian 


Temperance Union will transfer their 
library as soon as the organization of a 
public library is effected.
